The EPA rule will in- 


crease ethanol demand by 
500 million gallons a year. 
That translates to an addi- 
tional 200 million bushels of 
corn every year. 

The benefits for farmers 
will begin with this year’s 
harvest as additional corn is 
ground to meet new ethanol 
demand. USDA estimates 
corn prices could increase 
4-8 cents per bushel over 
the next two years as a re- 
sult of EPA’s rule. These 
price increases would de- 
crease deficiency payments 
for feed grains and raise 
U.S. net farm income. 

The rule is also expected 
to spur new investment in 
ethanol plants throughout 
the Midwest. USDA expects 
ethanol capacity to top 1.7 
billion gallons annually by 
the end of 1996. This ex- 
pansion will increase 
nomic opportunities in rural 
America by creating new 
markets for corn. With 
continued growth, ethanol 
production could reach 2 
billion gallons annually by

Hog Inventory 
Up Three Percent 


U.S. inventory of all hogs 
and pigs on June 1, 1994, is 
estimated at 60.1 million 
head. This is a three per- 
cent increase from last year 
and two percent above June 
1, 1992. 

Breeding inventory, at 
7.54 million head, is three 
percent above last year and 
slightly above two years 
ago. Market hog inventory 
at 52.6 million head, was 
three percent above a year 
ago and two percent above 
June 1, 1992. 

The December 1993-May 
1994 U.S. pig crop was 50.4 
million head, three percent 


more than last year but 
slightly below the same 
period in 1992. Sows far- 


rowing during the six-month 
period totaled 6.16 million, 
up three percent from last 
year but two percent below 
the same period in 1992. 
Pigs saved per litter were 
8.18, a new record high for 
the period, compared with 
8.13 last year and 8.06 two 
years ago. U.S. hog produc- 
ers intend to have 6.25 
million sows farrowed dur- 
ing the June-November 
period, percent 
the actual sows farrowed 
during the same period in 
1993 and four percent 
above two years ago. Far- 
rowings for both June-Aug- 
ust and September-Novem- 
ber are expected to be up 
five percent from last year.

LIFE BEFORE COMPUTERS 
Offices looked very different in the 
1870s. There was no need to position 
computer screens, find room for the 
phone and fax or even have space for 
a typewriter. Only a flat writing sur 
face and a place to store paper were 
necessary 

Most office furniture, including 
filing cabinets and chairs, was made 
of oak. Only the wealthy used 
mahogany. The most famous desk 
design of the period was created by 
William S. Wooton, who began 
making school, office and church 
furniture in 1870. By 1874, he had 
patented a “cabinet office secretary.” 
It was a desk that opened up to show 
pigeonholes and drawers, but it 
could be closed and locked for 
security 

In 1876, Wooton made a less 
elaborate model, known as the rotary 
desk, that looked similar to desks 
used today. Each of the side pedes- 
tals held a group of cubbyholes and 
file drawers that could swing open. It 
took up less space than a convention 
al desk and file cabinets. Twelve 
styles were made by Wooton, and 
many other makers soon copied the 
idea. Unusual desks like these sell 
today for thousands of dollars to col 
lectors, who rarely use them in an 
office 

*** 

Q. I have some 11/4- by 22-inch 
cards advertising Admiral, Sweet 
Caporal and other various brands 
of cigarettes. Each card features a 
comely lady in a special pose and 
attire.

Up until this point in the Book of 
Exodus 
dwelling in divine isolation on the 
top of Mount Sinai. But God offers 
them a covenant in which they 
will be His people and He will be 
their God. He also promises to 
bring them into the land of Canaan, 
which they will possess as their 
heritage. So, if He is to be their 
God and they are to go on into 
Canaan, then He must leave the 
solitary peaks of Sinai and go with 
them. 

Presumably, God could have told 
them to go on to Canaan and 
“know that I go with you.” That 
would be the kind of advice we 
might expect today. For the God 
revealed in Jesus Christ was and is 
not limited to a mountaintop, a 
temple or any other holy place, 
including a church. Who was it 
defined God as “a circle whose 
center is everywhere and circum- 
ference isnowhere”? But in Moses’ 
day the people were not spiritually 
ready for that kind of God and so 
He had to present Himself to them 
in terms they could understand 
and believe. That, I believe, is why 
He said to Moses: “And make me 
a sanctuary, that 1 may dwell in 
their midst” (25:8) 

SOMETHING VISIBLE 

I do not believe that God needed 
a tent in order to go with the 
people of Israel, but that He knew 
they needed a tent to be aware of 
His presence. All the specific in- 
structions—as to the financing of 
the tabernacle (25:1-9), as to the 
offerings (29:38-42), as tothe con- 
struction and furnishing of it 
(40:16-33)}—do not represent what

“Throughout ai) (heir 
journeys, whenever the clouc was 
taken up from over the taber- 


nacle, the people of Israel would 
go onward; but if the cloud was 
not taken up, then they did no go 
onward until the day thal it was 
taken (40:36, 37). Now, I 
don't think God needed that cloud, 
but they did. Without it, I'm sure 
that they have “broken 
loose” once again 

The writer of Exodus ends both 
chapter 40 and the book with 
these words: “For throughout all 
their journeys the cloud of the 
Lord was upon the tabernacle by 
day, and fire was in it by night, in 
the sight of all the house of Israel” 
(40:38). They needed something 
“in their sight” to assure them 
that God was with them. From 
our contemporary perspective, the 
tabernacle and the cloud seem 
rather primitive means of signi- 
fying God's presence. But many 
of us also lean sometimes upon 
symbols and visual representa- 
tions—our churches, shrines, re- 
ligious art, rituals and liturgy. 

The purest and highest under- 
standing of God is the one which 
we get without signs and sym- 
bols, but that doesn't mean we 
should or can get along com- 
pletely without them. The prob- 
lem is not with the tents or what- 
ever represents God to us and 
makes Him real, but when we let 
those representations become the 
sole basis for our understanding. 
The people of Israe] got very 
bogged down in the details of ihe 
tabemacle, just as sometimes we 
get equally hooked on the physi- 
cal appointments of our places of 
worship 

Who needs the tent? Not God, 
but sometimes we do, so that we 
may remember that God is daily 
in our midst. Yet we must never 
mistake the tent in our backyard 
for the length and breadthof God's

Stantly “being ground down, 
belittled, having to give up 
people and activities important 
to you.”

ers “Jekyll and Hyde behavior 
where he switches from charm 
(o rage at a moment's notice” 
and “relentless criticism” as 
Signs for women to look out 
for.

“At least I 
have the satisfaction of know 
ing that the information that 
women need to wake them up 
to abuse — and the fact that psy 
chological abuse is every bit as 
damaging, if not more so, than 
physical abuse is in the 
book.”

Forestry Board 
Chairmen Meet 
In Hagerstown 


The Forest Conservancy 
District Board Chairmen 
from Garrett, Allegeny, 
Washington, and Frederick 
counties met Tuesday, July 
12, at the Holiday Inn in 
Hagerstown. Karin Miller, 
Grantsville, represented the 
Garrett County Forestry 
Board at the mecting. 

Jim Klunk, DNR Forest 
Service, and executive direc- 
tor for the MD Association 
of Forestry Boards, chaired 
the mecting. 

Ms. Miller reported on 
the Natural Resources 
Conservation Education 
Program which has been 
prepared by DNR. This is 
not a new program, but a 
program designed to look at 
what is already being done 
and to try to improve on 
these efforts, she said. The 
new plan establishes goals 
and objectives for the pro- 
gram, and establishes a 
network of Natural Re- 
source professionals avail- 
able to assist teachers with 
conservation oriented pro- 
grams. 

Phil Pannill, watershed 
specialist for the Western 
Region, gave the Board 
members an update on the 
DNR-Forest Service priori- 
tization of watersheds. 

This prioritization of 
watersheds will be used to 
re-direct the Forest Service 
programs, to off set a loss 
of 31 positions in the West- 
ern Region, and approxi- 
mately 44 percent of fund- 
ing over the last few years. 

John Chapman, 
DNR-Forest Service, West- 
ern Region Forest Conser- 
vation Act (F.C.A.) coordi- 
nator, gave the members an 
update on the draft F.C.A. 
technical manual which has 
been sent out to all inter- 
ested parties. —_ Ric Lillard,

Md. Conservation 


Districts Refocus 
For The 1990's 


Back in the good old 
dust bowl days in the 
1930’s, there was wind, 
water, and top soil. It was 
relatively simple. Conserva- 
tion Districts were 
established locally to work 
with federal and state 
conservation agencies to 
solve erosion problems, and 
teach people, mostly 
farmers, how to conserve 
valuable resources such as 
soil. 

But today, as we grow 
ever closer to the 2lst 
century, conserving soil isn’t 
so simple. For one thing, 
people keep moving it 
about: farmers, developers, 
road constructors, even 
homeowners when they put 
in vegetable and flower 
gardens. And moving soil 
about wouldn’t be so 
damaging if it didn’t rain. 
However, in Maryland, it 
rains...a lot 

When the Maryland 
Association of Conservation 
Districts held their summer 
meeting recently, they 
addressed the differences of 
how solving erosion 
challenges used to be and 
how they are now. The 
membership of the 
organization talked at 
length about how opera- 
tions had changed over the 
years. At the opening 
session, Dave Thomas, a 
conservation district 
supervisor from Garrett 
County stressed the need of 
stepping outside the bubble 
of "how things used to be" 
and taking a good look at 
how things have evolved 
and whether or not* the 
conservation district person- 
nel is addressing the needs 
of today’s communities. 

Does the community see 
us as only farmers trying to 
help? Or do they see us as 
community leaders in solv- 
ing problems?" he asked.

State Police 
DNA Database 
Is Established

The Maryland State 
Police Crime Laboratory 
under the direction of Dr 
Louis ¢ Portis, has been 
involved in DNA compari 
son since January 1, 1992 
Dr. Portis reports that the 
Crime Laboratory’s experi 
ence indicates how signifi 
cant DNA evidence can be 
"So far, the Maryland State 
Police Crime Laboratory 
has completed 140 DNA 
comparison cases," Portis 
said. "Of those, State Police 
chemists have only had to 
testify in court in four cas 
es. There have been many 
guilty pleas entered by 
criminal defendants after a 
positive DNA identification 
has been made,” he said 

Ihe DNA database be- 
came a reality through 
legislation initiated by Gov- 
ernor William Donald 
Schaefer and supported by 
the Maryland State Police. 
The law establishing the 
repository takes effect Oc- 
tober 1. 

The law permits the 
collection of DNA _ from 
persons convicted of child 
sexual abuse, rape, or a 
first, second, or third de- 
gree sex offense. The law 
also allows the collection of 
DNA from inmates serving 
time on October 1, for any 
of those offenses. 

The DNA will be collect- 
ed by taking a blood sample 
from the convicted person. 
Specially trained chemists at 
the State Police Crime 
Laboratory will extract the 
DNA and analyze it. The 
DNA analysis will be con- 
verted into a numerical 
code, identifiable with only 
one person in the DNA 
data bank 

In the future, DNA 
evidence collected from a 
crime scene or a crime 
victim will be analyzed and 
compared with data in the 
DNA bank. Just as a finger-

“Let us choose a captain, and go 
back to Egypt” (14:4). So said the 
people of Israel when the twelve 
spies whom Moses had sent into 
the land of Canaan gave their 
report 

So say many people today when 
they are confronted with “an evil 
report.” The “captain” may be a 
political candidate, a religious 
figure, or a charismatic person 
who promises a return to the good 
old days. It is a fact of life that lots 
of people would rather accept the 
known hardship of an Egypt than 
the seeming elusive promise of 
Canaan 

Before we come down too hard 
on the people of Israel, let us 
acknowledge that theirreactionis 
understandable because we often 
respond to life in the same way. 
We long for the Promised Land, 
but we don’t want to have to take 
any nsks to get there. And whenit 
is apparent that there are grave 
risks we frequently find it more 
attractive to go back to what was, 
instead of what can be. We as- 
sume that misery that is familiar 
is less uncomfortable than misery 
that 1s uncertain 

YOU CAN’T GO BACK 

One of the lessons that the Bible 
teaches us, however, is that you 
cannot go back. Even if you re- 
turn to a place geographically, it 
is not the same for life moves on 
inexorable. It is impossible for 
humans to hold back or even de- 
lay the march of time. Continuing 
change is one of the themes of the 
Old Testament and itis one of the 
hardest lessons for us to leam

(13:17,18). Ten ofthe twelve spies 
reported that taking the Promised 
Land was beyond the capabilities 
of the Israelites. “...all the people 
that we saw in it are men of great 
stature ...and we seemed to our- 
selves like grasshoppers, and so 
we seemed to them” (13:32,33). 
But Caleb and Joshua saw the 
same situation differently: “Let 
us go up at once, and occupy it; 
for we are well able to overcome 
it,” said Caleb

ever,saw dangerous futility in the 
same place where two of them

New W.Va. Scenic Railroad Invites 
Tourists To Ride Into Coal Country 


by Benjamin Robb 

A 112-year-old railroad 
in Preston County, W.Va., 
which for years hauled coal 
from the surrounding 
mountains, creaked back to 
life last week as a tourist 
excursion line. The diesel 
train will make six sight- 
seeing runs through the 
area's heavily wooded hills 
each weekend 

The West Virginia Nor- 


thern Railroad, 10.7 miles 
of serpentine iron and 
timber that stretches be- 


tween Kingwood, the coun- 
ty seat, and Tunnelton, a 
one-time boom town and 
site of the line’s junction 
with the B & O Railroad, 
was constructed in 1882 to 
haul timber. Early planners 
had hoped to extend the 
line into Pennsylvania, but 





besides the construction of 
two short spurs, the rail line 
never grew in length in over 
100 years. 

Because of the 37 mines 
that have been worked near 
the tracks, the Northern be- 
came best known as a coal 
train. Many  Prestonians 
who lived near the North- 
ern line walked to the 
tracks each night to gather 
coal which had fallen from 
the day’s trains. Coal trans- 
port ceased on the North- 
ern line in 1989, and the 
tracks began to be eyed for 
their scrap value. 

Through the efforts of 
railroad buff Jim Arnold, 
local volunteers, and hope- 
ful investors, the W.Va. 
Northern was purchased in 
April and recommissioned 
to carry sightseers. The 


excursion line began opera- 
tion on August 5, with 
many members of the news 
media boarding the train 
for its maiden voyage 


From the Northern's 
large passenger car, riders 
can see thickly wooded 


forests and thinly populated 
towns; abandoned mining 


equipment, wildlife, rock 
formations, and backyard 
gardens. Tour guides will 


point out historic coal 
towns and scenic overlooks,

Snyder 
stated, "In that area, work 
ers wore long-sleeved shirts 
gloves, and boots, as well as 
garters around the bottoms 
of their trouser legs." 

By the time the train 
passes the line’s midway 
point in Howesville it has 
climbed 400 feet in eleva 
tion, a feat accomplished in 
part by a double switch 
back. This unusual configu 
ration of track, which reé 
sembles a letter 7,

You Might Save Several $$s In Your Corn Planting 

Scouting your corn fields for the presence of the 
Western Corn Rootworm could mean less chemical 
expense next year. You should be scouting the fields now, 
looking for the adult rootworm beetle. The overall 
coloration of the Western Corn Rootworm is yellow with 
a black strip around the margin of each wing cover and 
sometimes with a dark strip extending part way up the 
center of the wing covers. The male has more black on 
the wing covers. If the average count exceeds one root- 
worm per plant, then rotation to another crop or a soil 
insecticide is recommended if the field is to be planted in 
corn next year. An average count between one-half and 
one means a moderate potential. Treatment is not 
necessary if the count falls below one-half of an adult 
rootworm per plant. 

Corn Production Is Up 

Based on August 1, 1994 conditions, Maryland corn 
production is expected to total 41,800,000 bushels. An 
average yield of 110 bushels per acre is expected from 
380,000 For the United States, corn 
production is forecast at 9.21 billion bushels, up 45 
percent from 1993. Yields are expected to average 128.4 
bushels per acre

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ATTEMPTED BREAK-OUT THWARTED AT JAIL - An inmate at the Garrett County jail 
nearly captured his freedom two weeks ago after using hacksaw blades Ld = 
through steel bars. Gerald D. Frazee, 27, was charged “in-house for his attemp jail- 
break, which involved the help of an unidentified accomplice. According to Detective 
J. Murphy, Frazee had managed to create a small hole in a window of the igh eran 
lowered a string to the street, where the accomplice allegedly tied four acksaw 
blades to the string. Murphy said Frazee worked on a four-foot by three-foot section of 
bars over several days, filling in the cuts with toothpaste to hide his work. When the 
section was completely removed, the inmate allegedly threw it against the window in 
an effort to break it. However, the shatter-proof glass was only punctured with two 
small holes from the impact. Frazee then decided to try to break the glass by heating 
it first with a small fire. The smoke from the fire was immediately detected by jailers, 
Murphy said, and Frazee was caught.

( ongress the week before on a procedural vol Phe next 
newsclip was of Florida Governot Lawton Chik nplor 
ing the President to help him deal with the landing ol 


unauthorized Cuban immigrants 

Both issues moved ahead from that 
brushed doors and trim, but taken together the newsclips 
gave me an insight into what is wrong with our country 
The President was spending his political capital lo gel 
Congress to pass a bill which, if enacted, won't do any 
more than all the other crime bills ever passed, to make 
us safer. In the meantime, he was oblivious to (or al least 
was ignoring) a real problem in Florida of hundreds and 
potentially many thousands ol people setting out on 
inner-tube rafts to escape Castro's Cuba. 

That is where America is today: chasing shadows while 
ignoring the substance 

Public safety provides us with a bushel basket full ol 
examples. We all want to feel safer, and so politicians pass 
laws which supposedly make us safer. So they lake guns 
away from honest people, they declare war on drugs (drug 
dealers get mandatory prison sentences, rapists don’t -- do 
we need a war on rape?), they spend more money on 
programs and policemen. Some politicians even tell us 
that if we just change the way the head of a law enforce- 
ment agency is chosen we will get better law enforcement 
(changing the way you choose a preacher never scems to 
produce better preaching). At the same time, government 
increasingly restricts (some would say even persecutes) 
organized religion which has served public salety lor 
centuries by teaching people they should behave them- 
selves.

Back to the Cubans, one expert on Cuban 
relations has suggested that Castro has permitted this 
most recent exodus from his country because the United 
States has failed to live up to its own law (passed in 1987), 
permitting 20,000 legal immigrants from Cuba annually 
lo date we have not reached the 5,000 annual level. If 
this is true, President Clinton has been busy trying to 
discourage one kind of lawbreaking while leading our 
nation in breaking another law. 

That gave me a second clue as to what is wrong with 
our country today. Most of us want two contlicting things 
First, we want lawbreakers to be punished. Second, we 
want to decide which laws we will obey 

During the caning controversy, probably a majority of 
people in this country felt the boy got what he deserved 
My wife, a school teacher, heard such comments from kids 
at her school. Someone suyyested to those teenagers that 
since they thought caning such a good thing, perhaps it 
should be implemented as a means of discipline in the 
schools. The kids said they would sue the school board if 
such a thing happened. 

I heard similar endorsements of caning from people 
who I know from experience have been guilty of zoning 
violations, speeding and who have received traffic tickets. 
Some of these same upstanding citizens have taken cash 
under the table to evade income taxes, and committed 
other crimes which seemed justifiable to them at the time. 
I believe all of these things are punishable by caning or 
worse in certain Asian nations. 

If it is a law we like, we say that breakers of the law 
should be severely punished. If it is a law we don’t like, 
then We say it is an unwarranted intrusion of government 
into our lives. It isn’t just that we are a nation of law- 
breakers but also that we are a nation of hypocrites. 

Thomas Jefferson said that the best governed people 
are the least governed people because they govern 
themselves. Another way of saying this is that there is no 
safety, public or private, where the people are not good. 

From the black teenager in the ghetto to the CEO of 
u multi-national corporation on the golf course of his 
whites only country club, as a nation we do not respect 
the law. We use it, and we evade it. For our republic to 
endure we need a new awakening to goodness. 

If we will not commit ourselves to virtue, then we 
would do well to cultivate a little more compassion 
towards those who break the laws we do like. As George 
Whitefield said as he watched a man go to the gallows, 
"There but for the grace of God go I."

The grants are awarded 
through the Governor's 
Drug and Alcohol Abuse 
Commission. According to 
Greg Leyko, deputy direc- 
tor for administration of the 
commission, 150 completed 
grant applications were re- 
ceived by July 1, requesting 
a total of $1,538,364. "We 
preferred grants that were 
non-personnel driven, in- 
stead seeking to provide 
funds to implement commu- 
nity prevention programs, 
or provide them with sup- 
port equipment such as 
radios or walkie-talkies, or 
funds to participate in state 
training programs for com- 
munity groups.” 

The average award was 
$4,798, with funding ranging 
from $250 to $32,511.

tion to kids, and crime 
prevention programs fo 
cused on senior citizens.

new access road to the cen- 
tral hangar area. 

The taxi way, which will 
be situated parallel to the 
runway, will allow the facili- 
ty to accommodate _in- 
creased air traffic and will 
improve safety, Jones ex- 
plained. The new access 
road, which will connect to 
the existing access road, will 
make driving to the airport 
more convenient. The air- 
port’s instrumentation will 
also be upgraded. 

The airport improvement 
project will cost approxi- 
mately $1 million to com- 
plete, Jones remarked. Ac 
cording to his funding sce- 
nario, 90 percent of this 
sum will be supplied by the 
Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration, 5 percent will come 
from the State Aviation Ad- 
ministration, and 5 percent 
will be provided by the 
county. Currently, he stated, 
Greiner Engineering is pre- 
paring the construction 
plans, and Jones expects to 
put the project out for bid 
in early 1995, 

Jones told the commis- 
sioners that the proposed 
improvements to the access 
road connecting the North- 
ern Garrett Industrial Park 
to Md. Route 495 have 
been reviewed and ap- 
proved by the State and 
Federal Highway Adminis- 
trations. 

The county has applied 
to the Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration for a $140,000 
industrial development 
grant to fund the project 
However, Jones stated that 
the county may face heavy 
competition for this grant 
money. Jones suggested that 
the board might help the 
county's chances by sending 
a letter supporting the grant 
to FHA Community and 
Business Programs Chief 
James E. Waters 

Jones also advised that 
copies of this letter, along 
with a personal request for 
help in obtaining funding 
for the road improvements, 
be sent to 6th District Con- 
gressman Roscoe Bartlett 
and State Senators Paul 


Sarbanes and Barbara Mi- 
kulski. The commissioners 
agreed to send the letters. 

The commissioners’ let- 
ter to the FHA stated, in 
part, "The industrial park’s 
utility systems were just 
completed on August 1. 
Already we have a new in- 
dustry operating in the park 
{Phenix Technologies, Inc.] 
Next week we will be an- 
nouncing the planned loca- 
tion of a second manufac- 
turing business. We are in 
discussions with others at 
this time.” 

"Unfortunately, the 
Maryland State Highway

(Ed: This is a story about a 9-year old boy and a cynic’s attitude towards outdoor life. Very little sports 
is connected with it but it is as refreshing as a breath of cold air on a humid afiernoon.) 


A Boy and His Boat 


All my life I have prided myself on being a city cave dweller; aself-annointed hipster who liked the bright 
lights, the asphalt jungle and smoky juice parlors 

The raucous cacophony of noises heard downtown was the only music I knew--the traffic officer’s 
whistle; horns blowing; sirens wailing; brakes screeching; motorists cussing; newspaper boys bellowing. 

Frankly, | was tolerant, if not a bit amused, of any one who told me there was nothing like the great 
outdoors 

“You live your way, I'll live mine, thank you,” I'd say politely when friends suggested a vacation in the 
country, a fishing expedition, an auto ride to view the vernal beauty along the route, a swim, a cruise 

“Are you kidding?” I'd ask, like a wise guy 

Fresh air, | always said, was for people who didn’t have air-conditioning. Sunshine was for tomatoes 
Fishing? I didn’t have the patience. An auto ride to watch flowers in bloom? That's for squares. 

A cruise? Please, anything but that. I'll fly anywhere as fast or as high as Major Bob White's jet will 
take me if I’m invited as his guest. To the moon, yes, but a swim or a boat ride--never!

I’m ashamed to admit this--I always had a fear of water. Don’t ask me why. It was just that way. 

Perhaps, it is because I never learned to swim. Or, maybe it could be I was afraid of getting nauseous 
A standing gag is I get sea sick taking a shower each moming 

Water to me, is--no, make that was--something one bathed in or used sparingly as a chaser following 
a nip of scotch. Some take it to quench a thirst 

All the above, I said in part jest, part truth. My only communion with nature in the past was attending 
the open air roulette wheels, better known as horse tracks

But, all has been changed because of a 9-year-old boy who will be identified here only as Kenny-- 
” Admiral” Kenny, as I nicknamed him 

“Admiral” Kenny’s father, a close friend, had invited me to spend a week-end with his family at a home 
he had recently purchased in Deep Creek, Md. I'll admit I accepted with some misgivings about fresh air 
poisoning and the knowledge there was a body of water close by 

Oh, well, I thought, there’s always television, gin rummy and it won't hurt to get to bed early fora change. 
Some how, some way, I'd manage to put through the two or three days

Pittsburghers have long known about Deep Creek (105 miles from Pittsburgh) as a sylvan retreat, a 
paradise for swimming and boating enthusiasts. To me, a newcomer, it was a revelation. It’s breath-taking 
beauty as viewed through the picture windows of “Admiral” Kenny’s living room was something to behold. 

Still, there was that vast expanse of lake. Beautiful as it was, I wanted to look at it from a respectable 
distance. Then, “Admiral” Kenny challenged: “Wanna take a ride in my boat?” 

It was a 14-foot, aluminum craft with a 10-horse power motor. The “Admiral’s” father had presented 
it to him the day before. Kenny’s eyes glistened. The Queen Mary couldn’t have looked any more wonderful 
to him 

“Wanna take a ride?” he repeated 

How do you tell a 9-year-old lad you’re afraid of water? You can’t 

‘Certainly, I said,” putting my bravest foot forward into the boat

“Admiral” Kenny pulled the string and the motor began to “chug-a-chug-chug,” and away we went 
towards a spot called Turkey Neck Bend on Deep Creek Lake 

I'd be lying if I didn’t say I was jittery. I held on tightly to both sides of the vessel, eyeing warily a life 
preserver nearby 

When we got mid-way, the “Admiral” stopped momentarily. All I could see was water everywhere. One 
could get all wet, I thought. I had a notion to yell, “Get me out of here, quick!” when I noted the ecstacy in 
Kenny's face 

“Whee!” he wheed, “Isn't this fun? Wanna take a wave ride?” 

“No,” I said, “Just keep going the way we are.” 

We did. Something about “Admiral” Kenny's happiness relaxed me. Suddenly, I wasn’t afraid of boats 
or the lake. I wanted to go out again 

And, I did several times the next two days with “ Admiral” Kenny at the controls. Inever knew how serene 
and beautiful a vast expanse of water can be. I'm a convert now. I’m glad Kenny’s father asked me to go to 
Deep Creek
